Paris.—(Radio, NC)—While it would be an exaggera- 
tion to say that it was a religious issue which directly caused 
the ministerial crisis upsetting the Schuman cabinet, such

The anti-religious segment of the Socialist Party was 
impatient to break the party’s close cooperation with the 


Christian group and to shake off< 
the direction of Catholic Premier 
Robert Schuman. 


Bringing to a head the religious 
issue was the problem of the 
Catholic schools. Material: difficul- 
ties in France and the increasing 
cost of living make it éxtremely 
difficult for Catholic families to 
meet the expense of religious 
schools. Many of the schools are 
faced with bankruptcy. This and 
the impossibility of guaranteeing 
adequate salaries to the teachers 
have caused the Catholic popula- 
tion to demand government help 
for their schools. 


~However, present legislation 
forbids any subsidies. Hundreds 
of Catholic communities have gone 
on strike as a protest against such 
legislation. Unable to dodge the 
iving partial satis- 
ese demands, the 
Democrat ministers 
made use of the so-called Ponso- 
Chapuis decree authorizing aid to 
parents to help them in rearing 
their children. 

The Socialist ministers then de- 


faction to 


specifying that no money should 
go to Catholic schools, and Pre- 
mier Schuman acceded. However, 
the communists started a crusade 
denouncing the decree as hypocri- 
tical and declaring that it threat- 
ened the welfare of the public 
schools. 


When anti-religious groups and 
the Syndicate of Public School 


Socialists followed suit at their 
national congress by urging So- 
cialist deputies to work for its re- 
peal, Socialist leader Leon Blum 
realized that such a demand would 
cause a cabinet crisis and prevail- 
ed on the Socialist deputies to drop 
their demand. 


But when the conflict arose re- 
garding the military budget on 
which the Socialist party demanded 
immediate reductions, the deter- 
mination of the Socialist deputies 
to reject any compromise proposed 
by Schuman was strengthened by 
two motives not publicly announ- 
ced. The first was the hope that

It is no less difficult to forecast 
accurately the developments on 
the national scene six months 
from now. Trained observers. in 
the National Capital believe that 
the preparedness program launch- 
ed upon by our Government is 
not temporary. They feel that it 
is of such large proportions that it 
cannot be confined to two years, 
or three. Therefore, such observ- 
ers think that an extension of the 
draft law will be asked some time 
before it has run its two years of 
life allowed it by the 80th Con. 
gress. 


But the draft is only a part of 
the defense program, and it is in- 
timately linked up with other 
phases of it. Expenditures for 
the Air Force, the Army and the 
Navy are growing and are expect- 
ed to be much greater in a year 
or two. They are already in ex- 
cess of $14,000,000,000, but will go 
much higher than that. Such an 
increase, coupled with foreign aid 
(a necessary part of our defense 
program, too), seems not only to 
preclude any further reduction in 
taxes, but actually to demand 
some increases in the not too dis- 
tant future. 


At the same time, if able-bodied 
young men are inducted into the 
armed forces in any considerable 
number it will reduce the supply 
of available manpower, and that 
at a time when there will be an 
increased demand for goods, be- 
cause the Government will step 
up buying for all the armed serv- 
ices. This is calculated to make 
for shortages in consumer goods 
and to stimulate higher prices.

City Adopts 
Plan To 
Censor ‘Comics’ 


Chicago — (NC) -—- A program 
which provides censorship of so- 
called comic books and means of 
banning the sale of objectionable 
issues, has been adopted here by 
the city administration. The action 
was taken after complaints had 
been made to the City Council and 
other sources that some of the 
books were contributing to juve- 
nile delinquency by = glorifying 
crime and criminals. 

The council approvéd an offer 
from the Chicago Recreation Com- 


mission to establish a censorship 
board, which will serve without 
pay in an advisory capacity to Po- 
ice Commissioner John C. Pren- 
dergast, The board will receive 
copies of all books offered for sale 
in Chicago and when an objection- 
able issue is found, the board will 
make its recommendation to the 
Police Commissioner. The police 
department then will request dis- 
tributors not to offer the issue for 
sale and if the request is unheeded, 
the police will confiscate the books 
and arrest the seller. A fine of 
| $20 to $100 would be imposed upon 
persons convicted of selling ob- 
jectionable books.

— (NC — At a time when the Swiss Catholic 
Bishops have adopted a resolution expressing their “sym- 
pathy and admiration to the courageous Primate of Hungary 
for his stand in favor of maintaining the ‘confessional 
schools,” a controversy is taking place among Protestant 
leaders concerning the communist-dominated regime in Hun- 


gary and communism in general.> 


Answering an opén letter by 
Dr. Emil Brunner of Zurich, a 
Protestant who had reproached 
him for giving support to the ‘to- 
talitarian and godless regime in 
Budapest, Dr. Karl Barth, widely 
known as a leading Protestant 
theologian, states that he coun- 
seled the leaders of the Protestant 
Reformed Church in Hungary to 
steer a middle course—“a narrow 
road between Rome and Moscow.” 


These and other discussions in 
the Protestant camp are particu- 
larly interesting in view of the 
course pursued by the Orthodox 
churches. According to reports

The Protestant Dr. Brunner 
charged Dr. Bart with dodging 
basi¢ issues in not condemning 
communism equally with nazism.

Recent Decision Of Supreme Court At Variance With Opinion Expressed In Nationally Conducted Polls 


OLLIER’S, the national weekly, back in October, 1924, sounded 

out the mind of the American public on the subject of religious 

and moral instruction in the public schools. The result was told 

by the editor of Collier’s two weeks later, November 1, 1924, in 
these stirring words: 


“Judges, financiers, doctors, psychologists, editors, farmers, 
laborers, teachers, lawyers, penitentiary officials, detectives, 
traveling men, government officials, politicians, plain folks—Cath- 
olics, Jews and Protestants—fathers and mothers—their letters lie 
in huge envelopes in Collier’s editorial rooms. Nearly all say 
they aré deeply interested. It would seem as if each had been 
waiting for someone to say what they all knew... 

“It seems as if it had been on the tip of America’s tongue 
to say what Collier’s has printed about the lack of moral training 
for our children. 


“Suppose an enemy had secretly turned poison-gas streams 
into the school houses of America and were slowly, day by day, 
wearing down the health of our children. Suppose a scientist anal- 
yzed the air in the school rooms and gave warning of the danger. 
The people would hardly respond more energetically than they 
have responded to Collier’s disclosure of the danger that confronts 
the country because of the lack of moral training in the public 
schools. 


“The letters received sound like the voice of America. 

“Several granite-like facts stand out from this mass of opin. 
ion: 

“1—-Americans of all creeds or no creeds can talk religion out- 
side of the church. “ 

“2. America is going to do something, in a national way, 
about training its children spiritually as well as mentally and 
physically. The facts are convincing. We are shocked at the 
crimes of our own grade-school and high school boys, who are 
criminals because they don’t know how to be anything else. That 
ghastly line of 10,000 human beings who die by homicide in 
America every year is a parade that must be stopped. We are 
getting tired of having our young daughters live mental and physi- 
cal lives that we cannot comprehend—and no spiritual lives at all. 
Business men are getting tired of having over a billion dollars 
a year stolen by fraud. America is on the point of doing some- 
thing that will serve to set our children straight.

“3—Children do have souls, and their souls must be trained in 
schools as well as in homes; if they are not trained in homes, 
then school training is all the more necessary.. America, these 
letters indicate, is coming to recognize that fact; it is getting 
ready to act on it.” , 


Encouraged By Scores Of Editors 


It is not common for the daily press to editorialize and ser- 
monize on articles which appear in current magazines, but Collier's 
received praise, congratulations, and encouragement from editors 
in every state. 

The editor of Collier’s explained his reason for the polling of 
public opinion in these words: 

“Because of our differing beliefs, religious teaching has 
been barred from many of our public schools. 

“This has resulted—quite unwisely and unnecessarily, it seems 
to us—in there being little or no training for our children in 
those schools. 

“Concerning supernatural religion, men differ and divide; 
but natural religion lives in every human being. It is evidenced 
in the moral guide which we call conscience which may be crude 
or cultivated, but which is the essence of every system of morals 
because it is a part of the mind of every man. 

“No sane person will deny the necessity for all—regardless 
of creed—to aid in the development of that fundamental force. 
An education solely in the material things of life is surely incom- 
plete. The young mind must be impressed at the same time with 
the fundamentals of what constitutes right and wrong.” 

This general approval of a change of policy in the publie 


school system of the United States was not surprising in the light | 


of a report issued about that time by the “International Sunday 
Sch Council of Religious Education,” which revealed the as- 
tounding and shocking fact that: 

“There are 27,000,000 Americans below the age of 25 years, 
normally Protestants, who receive absolutely no systematic relig- 
ious instruction. Two out of every three Protestant children un- 
der 25 years of age are not being touched in any way by the 
educational program of any church.” 

In 1941 the number of American children “with no relig@ous 
background or instruction” had reached 30,000,000, according to 
George Wieland, religious statistician. (Continued on page 2).

Fifth Bishop Of Ft. Wa

About this time Eugene Kormendi, a Hungarian sculp- 
tor, visiting the United States, found himself unable to re- 
turn home because of the war. He had just completed some 
monumental statuary in London, England, and decided to 
visit the United States before his return to his home in Hun- 
gary. 

' Living, for a time, in Milwaukee, where he did some 
very excellent work in bronze, he was later employed by the 
University of Notre Dame to head its School of Sculpture. 
Bishop Noll saw a great many products of this renowned 
artist and recommended him to his Committee for the execu- 
tion of the Washington statue. Mr. Kormendi first prepared 
a three foot model, which, with a few alterations, met with 
the approval of the Committee. He was then authorized by 
Bishop Noll to prepare a five foot model in plastine, which 
would in turn be transferred to plaster of Paris, in accord- 
ance with the terms of the original proposal made to all 
artists who competed. For this work he was to receive 
$6,000.00. 


Work on the statue has gone beyond this stage. The 
five foot plaster of Paris model was taken to Chicago where 
it is being enlarged into a seventeen foot figure, containing 
more than thirty times the bulk of the five foot statue. After 
this will have been done, the large figure will be sent to a 
bronze foundry in New York for its execution in greenish 
bronze, at a cost of more than $10,000. Then it will be ready 
for shipment to Washington to be placed on the solid pedes- 
tal awaiting it. 

. It is hoped that the statue will be in its place by Novem- 
ber Ist, this year. 


When you visit Washington the next time we would re- 
quest that you visit the National Catholic Welfare Conference 
Building, which is very interesting. In the lobby there are 
beautiful murals done by a Polish artist, and fastened to the 
wall is a bronze plaque of Bishop Noll, and under it a bronze 
plate, on which is inscribed the story of the contribution of 
the statue by Our Sunday Visitor readers. 


OUR SUNDAY VISITOR’S SILVER JUBILEE 


When Our Sunday Visitor celebrated its twenty-fifth an- 
niversary in May, 1937, it was the recipient of a letter from 
_ the Apostolic Delegate, and from practically every bishop in 
the United States, as well as from editors of nearly every 
Catholic publication. The older ones among them recalled the 
conditions which obtained in this country at the time it was 
founded, and reported how they had followed its progress, 
as faithful readers, from the day it was born. They recount- 
ed the gradual subsidence of open religious bigotry, and they 
attributed it, in large part, to Our Sunday Visitor which, 
after exposing the character of the persons promoting in- 
tolerance and their motives—usually political and financial, 
led Americans-to distrust the agitators. 


These sentiments are well expressed in a letter written 
by the Most Rev. James A. Griffin, D.D., Bishop of Spring- 
field, Ilinois: | 

| “Truly you must have received special Divine in- 
spiration when, in the year 1912, you courageously 
launched the first National Catholic Weekly in the United 
States and called it Our Sunday Visitor. 

“Our Sunday Visitor was launched at a time when 
the boisterous billows of bigotry were beating in futile 
fury against the Catholic Church in this country. At 
that time The Menace, The Appeal to Reason, The Yellow 
Jacket and The Guardian of Liberty stirred up the 
pampered passions of men, let loose the storms of 
bigotry, fanned the fires of religious hate and spread a 
torrent of terror over the land. These un-Christian and 
un-American papers are gone, but Our Sunday Visitor, 
established upon Christian and American ideals, remains 
with its flag flying high and triumphantly. Truly, I 
might say, Our Sunday Visitor came to every home on 
Sunday morning as a visitor but, thanks be to to God, it 
remained in that home as a blessed guest, as a teacher of 
sound doctrine and clean morals. 

“Again in the year 1924, when the Ku Klux Klan 
re-enkindled the dying embers of bigorty and fanned the 
flames of hate and intolerance, Our Sunday Visitor 
fought gallantly against the Dragon and contributed 
magnificently to the Catholic Church and to our country

“Therefore, I join with every member of the 
American Hierarchy in extending to you, the Editor of 
Our Sunday Visitor, my deep appreciation for the magni- 
ficent contribution you have made to the Church in Amer- 
ica through the columns of Our Sunday Visitor. Our 
Sunday Visitor will remain with us as our daily guest, 
and your memory shall be cherished down the years for 
your noble contribution to Christian ideals and Chris- 
tian living. 

“You have preached love and won! The enemies 
of the Church have preached hate and lost. It is my 
sincere wish to see Our Sunday Visitor grow more and 
and, and gird our land with the beams of its truth and 
light. On this, the Silver Jubilee, of Our Sunday Visitor, 
I rejoice with you and with the millions of readers and 
wish to assure you of my ever loyal and hearty support.”

To Protestants 


Editor: 

In reference to your recent com- 
ments on the good will shown to 
Protestants in Catholic countries, 
I am enclosing herewith a letter 
which I have taken from the July 
13th issue of the New York Times. 
it i written by a Protestant, Da- 
vid Gray, who has just returned to 
this country after spending seven 
years in Europe. He writes: 

“A year ago I returned after 
1 ore than seven years’ residence 
in Europe to a United States per- 
plexingly transformed in many 
weys, either for better or worse. 

“The most disturbing thing 
which has come to my notice in the 
recent announcement of the Hon. 
John McCormack of Massachusetts 
that he believed his religion( Ro- 
man Catholic) would not count 
against him if he were nominated 
for Vice-President on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

“Not his belief, but the circum- 
stance that he felt it necessary to 
proclaim it is the discouraging 
factor. It had seemed that the 
widespread sense of shame which 
followed the whispering campaign 
against Alfred E. Smith had ended 
this kind of intolerance; and if 
not that, surely the roll of Ameri- 
ean Catholic dead in this latest 
war, the outstanding services of 
Cardinal: Spellman and his chap- 
lains, not to meption the notable 
loyalty to our Government of John 
McCormack himself at a time when 
his constituents had not wholly 
awakened to the dangers of Isola- 
tionist policy, : 

“Writing as a Protestant of dis- 
senter stock in which for a hund- 
red and fifty years there was no 
Catholic, I would point out to my 
fellow-Protestants that in Eire, a 
country in which the state religion 
and 93 per cent of the population 
are: Catholic, the first President, 
Douglas Hyde, elected without op- 
position, was not only a Protestant 
but the son of ~ Protestant clergry- 
man. 

“TI am opposed to a state religion, 
and though there may be Catholics 
in the United States Who are not 
opposed I have never met one. I 
am opposed to the use of public 
money for religious schools of any 
denomination, but neither a state 
religion nor appropriation for re- 
ligious schools is as great a menace 
to the spirit of American institu- 
tions as denial of public office be- 
cause of the manner in which an 
American citizen believes he should 
worship God.”

N an editorial in The Christian 
Century for May 5, Protestants 
are urged to begin, with new 
vigor, to have their children in- 
structed in religion now that the 
Supreme Court makes such in- 
struction impossible during school 
time. The editor notes: 


* “For two decades, the leaders 
of Protestant religious education 
have been evangelizing the 
churches in behalf of the released 
time practice. The effect of this 
advocacy has been to establish in 
the churches of many communi- 
ties a conviction on three points: 
First, that the traditional Sunday 
school is sadly inadequate as an 
agency of religious education: 
Second, that the public school 
should not monopolize the full five 
days of the school week, but that 
a reasonable portion of this week- 
time should be made available to 
the churches for religious edu- 
cation. (With this was coupled 
the proposal that the churches be 
taken into the. public school sys- 
tem to the extent of using some 
of its time for this ‘al sem It 
was this feature that the Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional). 
Third, that the Protestant church- 
es could do their part in the week- 
day instruction unitedly.” 

We have observed, on several 
occasions, that the very ones who 
inaugurated released time instruc- 
tion began to play, a year or more 
ago, with the atheistic organi- 
zations which have striven, over 
the years, to keep religion out of 
everything. They worked for the 
removal of the use of the Bible 
from the classrooms; sought to 
have the states refuse to continue 
the use of chaplains at penal and 
other institutions. 

Fulton Oursler, in a_ radio 
broadcast on July 11 last, said: 
“For the sake of one atheist’s 
child religious instruction has 
been removed from all the schools 
of the nation.” 

Atheism has always capitalized 
on the prejudices of people. Seek- 
ing to prove that Catholics must 
profit most by released time, in- 
struction, they sought to induce 
Protestant churchmen to join them 
in a movement to have it abolish- 
ed. The anti-Catholicism of many 
non-Catholics, fostered over the 
years, is more deeply seated than 
is Communism, or anything else 
which has come into 
recently. 

The editor of the Century be- 
lieves that the three promises 
mentioned above are still valid, 
but because the Court “ruled that 
the churches may not enter the 
jurisdiction of the public school to 
give religious instruction,” they 
may “now set about salvaging the 
gains made in the development of 
the well-intentioned, but misguid- 
ed released time advice.” 


Sunday School 
Is Not Enough 


ing more 


The editor confesses that the/|be

y School is pathetically in- 
sufficient. While the Sunday 
School cannot be dispensed with, it 
should henceforth be more closely 
integrated with the regular wor- 
ship service. 


The editor regards the effort of 
the Christian home as a “notorious 
failure,” and recommends that 
regular religious instruction be 
conducted on weekdays by the 
churches themselves. He recom- 
mends that the publie school au- 
thorities could cooperate without 
allowing the use of classrooms, 
and even without releasing the 
children for a half hour once a 
week, by allowing an entire mid- 
week afternoon for a genuine 
school of religious education. The 
public school would close that 
afternoon. 

We would endorse that idea, but 
we cannot see how it would he 
less violative of the “separation of 
Church and. State” principle than 
the releasing of children, as had 
been done, for religious instruc- 
tion. Certainly the closing of the 
school a half day each weck for 
the benefit of the church would be 
“cooperation,” the very thing 
which the Supreme Court decided 
may not be done. We doubt 
whether the Protestant churches 
themselves would approve of that 
arrangement if, as the _ editor 
recommends, the children of all 
Protestant parents of whatever 
denomination, would go to a com- 
mon teacher, because the Metho- 
dists would not care to have their 
children instructed by a Baptist, 
nor the Lutherans by a Presby- 
terian, nor the Episcopalians by 
a Congregationalist teacher. If 
the school were closed down a 
whole half day to allow the chil- 
dren to go for religious instruc- 
tion, why could not the same be 
alloted to every denominational 
group in his own particular 
center? 

The editor believes that, after 
some time, the churches jointly 
might erect a building “used and 
equipped for this purpose.” That 
would not be altogether novel, be- 
cause the Mormons have been do- 
ing that for many years. They 
erect what they call a “seminary” 
adjacent to every public school, 
and under the law of Utah chil- 
dren are released from school to 
receive religious instruction at this 
seminary. Of course, in the city 
of Salt Lake, the vast majority of 
the population is Mornton and, 
therefore, no objection is raised 
to the arrangement. The editor 
continues: “This Protestantism 
would have in every community 
or parish a parochial school inde- 
pendent of the public school, but 
not a competitor of it or a substi- 
tute for it. The Protestant paro- 
chial school building would be 
constructed in such a manner that 
its appointments would not only 
be available for, but would sug- 
gest innumerable  interdenomi- 
national uses to which it could be 
put in addition to the half-day of 
religious education.” 


By this recommendation the 
editor of The Christian Century 
endorses the principle of the paro- 
chial school, yet he has criticized 
it most vehemently in the past. He 
also endorsed the “released time 
idea” by saying “the gains made 
by the experiences with released 
time must not be lost.” The editor 
has been a long-time advocate of 
the merging of denominations 
which he has called “Protestant 
unity,” when he should have called 
it “Protestant union” because 
there can be no “unfty” when the 
people of various faiths are not in 
agreement concerning fundamen- 
tal Christian doctrines. Union can

American Bar Association 
Speaks Out 


HE “American Bar Associa- 
tion” does not like the recent 
Supreme Court’s decision outlaw- 
ing religious instruction in public 
schools. It believes that “America 
may come to regret that decision.” 
Ir fact, the Bar Association goes 
so far as to say that the violators 
of the Constitution are not the 
school. authorities, but rather the 
eight members of the Supreme 
Court themselves, because their 
decision interferes with the “free’ 
exercise of religion” guaranteed in 
the nation’s basic law. 


The Bar Association observes 
further that the programs in school 
districts in eleven states have been 
rendered “definitely unconstitu- 
tional.” . .. Programs in thirty- 
four states, in which religious in- 
struction is conducted off . school 
premises, but without active co- 
operation of the school authorities, 
are regarded as “unconstitu- 
tional.” 


The Journal of the Bar Associa- 
tion notes, “It is difficult to see 
how the Constitution was violated 
by what the local community and 
school board did. Did it con- 
stitute an ‘establishment of reli- 
gion’? Was the free exercise of re- 
ligion denied by what the court 
did rather than by the state law?” 


The Journal quotes James Madi- 
son’s interpretation of the clause 
in the First Amendment to mean, 
“Congress should not establish a 
religien, nor enforce the legal ob- 
servance of it by law, nor compel 
men to worship God in any man- 
ner contrary to their conscience.” 
Such would seem to be the very 
evident meaning of the _ First 
Amendment. The schools are in- 
tended to serve parents, and when 
parents request religious instruc- 
tion of their children, their re- 
quest should be granted. That is 
an entirely different thing from 
“forcing” religious instruction on 
the children of unwilling parents. 
In fact the Bar Association is far 
more critical of the Court than 
any religious organization has 
been. It believes that the Su- 
preme Court, without thinking 
about it, endorses the anti-reli-

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But It Does Make A Difference What Man Believes 


Repercussions Of Indifferentism On Morality

‘41T doesn’t matter what you believe, as long as what you 
do is right.”—This shibboleth of the indifferentists ap- 


peases the vet-unhardened in 


their ranks and at the same 


time sets the stage for a complete disregard of conscience 


and morality. 


Because of their insidious-inferences, we must continue 


to reaffirm what should be an ob-+ 


vious truth, that morality depends 
on dogma, or, if you will, doctrine. 
Morality centers about the will; 
doctrine, about fhe intellect. But: 
the will does not act until it re- 
ceives directives from the intellect; 
and if the intellect is misguided, 
can the morality which it prompts 
be otherwise? If you undermine 
dogma, which is the foundation of 
the moral law, the superstructure 
of morality must inevitably topple. 


It Does Matter 
What You Believe 


Everything we, do depends on 
what we believe. No one will visit 
the doctor (activity) unless he con- 
siders himself sick’ (belief). No 
one will drink a glass full of liquid 
(activity) which he judges to be 
turpentine (belief). Almost every 
action we place stems from a de- 
finite state or condition of mind, 
which if changed would result in 
a different action. Thus, the per- 
son who believes there is a hell, 
will have some restraint upon evil 
actions; the one who considers it 
a fable, will tolerate no lord or 
master outside himself. The one 
who believes that Christ, the God- 
man, died on the Cross for him, 
will be prompted to return that 
love by avoiding sin; the one who 
considers Christ simply a wonder- 
ful person, but no more, will be 
guided by Christ’s desires about 
as much as an umpire is influ- 
enced by the desires of a baseball 
fan. 


Their Own Desires 
Are Their Standards 


That is why morality among in- 
differentists undergoes. constant 
evolution, depending on the outlook 
of the sect at any given moment 
of time. Their standards of moral- 
ity are, not the inflexible laws of 
God, but their own desires and 
“needs,” which often fluctuate like 
an outcast in society; now, even 
the ministers of certain religious 
sects remarry the divorced. We 
can remember when even the most 


rabid addicts of birth control were 


ashamed to speak up for it in pub- 
lic; now even Bishops of certain 
non-Catholic sects are foremost 
protagonists of it. How could such 
a complete about-face in morality 
come about, if not for indifferen- 
tism? How else could ministers 
within the same sects violently dis- 
agree with one another about the 
rightness and wrongness of par- 
ticular actions? We do not mean 
to imply that divorce and birth 
control are discoveries of our day; 
they are older than’ Christianity. 
But even the pagan Romans, for 
all their immorality, never tried 
to deceive themselves or camou- 
flage their vices by referring to 
them. as virtues. 


Importance Of 
Eternal Sanctions 


Eternal sanctions are the best 
restraint upon evil that can be giv- 
en to those who are undecided, as 
it were, upon the road of goodness. 
Those who have advanced upon that 
road stand less in need of sanc- 
tions; they are guided more by love 
for God. But since most of us are 
still struggling with the funda- 
mentals, the abc’s of virtue, we 
stand dfrefully in need of eternal 
sanctions. These sanctions receive 
their force from the Divinjty of 
Christ and the « ness of His re- 
velations. Remove these—as the 
indifferentists have done—and 
what restraint is there left upon 
evil? Public opinion?—that may 
suffice as regards public conduct, 
but how about conduct that is not 
staged in the arena or the market 
place? And how reliable is this 
public opinion when it reflects the 
opinions of those who themselves 
repudiate these sanctions? 


The Majority Can 
Also Be Wrong 
Just as might does not make 


right, so neither do numbers. As 
Robert Southwell affirms: 


“Though blind men see no light, the 
sun doth shine.

Sweet cakes* are sweet, though 
fevéred tastes ‘deny it. 


Pearls precious are, though trodden 
on by swine; 

Each truth is true, though all men 
do not try it.

Simmers To Nothing 
But Utilitarianism 


All this simmers down to plain, 
old-fashioned Utilitarian morality 
—whatever is useful is good— 
which is no morality at all. Be- 
cause there is always a variance 
in the “needs” of individuals, their 
norms of morality will ever be in 
conflict and variance. Thus, the in- 
differentists’ accent on morality to 
the complete disregard of doctrine 
is ultimately also a complete dis- 
regard of morality; it is nothing 
but a self-dereptive ruse aHowing 
them not only to believe as they 
please, but also to act as they 
please. 


When vice has the effrontery to 
call itself virtue, a new low has 
been reached in man’s relations to 
God. Even the Pharisees, I dare 
say, would have stopped short of 
such blasphemies. When men do 
evil, there is no great cause for 
alerm—they can still be exhorted 
back to virtue; but when men lose 
their sense of right and wrong, 
only a miracle can bring” abvut the 
necessary metamorphasis. 

What can we do to make the in- 
differentists see how untenable is 
their position? Truth is the only 
remedy for error; but they will not 
accept any particular set of doc- 
trines as exclusively true—all 
things are true to them, and so 
also, though they refuse to be 
aware of it, all things must be 
false to them. Indifferentism is 
to truth what lukewarmness is to 
good; and about both Christ has 
said: “I know thy works, that thou 
art neither cold, nor hot. I would 
thou wert cold, or hot. But be- 
cause thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold, nor hot, I will begin 
to vomit thee out of my mouth.” 
(Apoc. 3:15-16). -

Jack Cudahy knew men and he 
loved them. He had worked 
throughout the country in such 
jobs as coal miner, lumber jack, 
machinist; he had served in the 
Navy for many years. He talked 
the language of men, knew their 
weaknesses, their virtues. He also 
knew the labor movement, for he 
had worked his way to the top 
through the shop, as steward, as 
committee man, as bargaining man, 
then as president'of a powerful 
local union. Through attending la- 
bor ‘schools, through constant 
study of labor problems and labor 
laws, by preparing arbitration 
cases, serving on the War Produc- 
tion Board, and by contact with 
leading labor leaders, he had a 
firm grasp of the workings and 
goals of the American labor move- 
ment. 


It is good for us to know such 
men as Jack Cudahy. Every Amer- 
ican ought to know him, for too 
often we receive distorted pictures 
of our labor union leaders. Pub- 
lic opinion—conditioned by a press 
which stresses the sensational fea- 
tures of labor news—strikes, vio- 
lences, goon squads—never hears 
of union leaders such as Jack 
Cudahy. The average American is 
accustomed to viewing union 
leaders as ruthless racketeers. or 
Communist puppets. The behind- 
the-scenes struggles of the Jack 
Cudahy’s never make the. head- 
lines in labor news. 

Had Jack Cudahy not been able 
to change the sentiment, for ex- 
ample, of the tense membership 
of his union to vote a strike, the 
strike would have taken place. It 
would have been banner news in 
the Milwaukee papers. The fact 
that he averted the strike, how- 
ever, was never known by the 


world outside the smoke-filled 
union hall. How often this is the 
situation. 


We read very little in our press 
about the averted strikes, about the 
settlements that were negotiated in 
good faith, about the small but 
tremendously important gains 
unions make in the quiet of the 
committee room: organization of 
credit unions, cooperatives, educa- 
tional programs, group insurance 
plans, welfare funds, safety meas- 
ures, vacation plans, provisions for 
racial toleration or FEPC,. crusades 
for community projects. Labor’s 


*|tremendous endeavors for the lit- 


tle fellow are lost in the maze of 
stories on wage demands. 

Americans have the habit of 
thinking of unions in terms of 
wages-prices-profits. As a result 
of such faulty thinking, we have 
lost our perspective of the more 
important and vital ideals of the 
labor movement. We have lost 
sight of the fact that wages are 
only a small part of labor’s strug- 
gles, that these cannot be con- 
sidered out of context with the 
great social reforms and gains 
which labor continually seeks, In 
short, we have missed the very 
heart of the union movement. It 
is this tragedy which has caused 
so much of the current anti-labor 
sentiment in America. 

In Community of the Free, Yves 
Simon senses this profound error 
in thinking. He points to two op- 
posing concepts of unionism: One, 
a labor union simply as an assgci-

The second concept is more au- 
dacious, says Dr. Simon. “It in- 
cludes a definite ethics of the la- 
boring class (which I think Jack} 
Cudahy had a vision of), it in- 
cludes a systematic view of the 
historic mission of the work class 
movement as a factor in the geh- 
eral changes in modern societies, 
it includes an ambition to abolish 
the solitude of the proletarian and 
to supplant the demoralizing dis- 
persion of the individualistic — 
by new forms of community life in 
which the worker would find at 
once a sense of security and a 
sense of devotion. 

“This ambition gives birth to a 
number of enterprises which have 
only a distant connection, or no 
connection at all with problems 
of wages and working conditions— 
mutual assistance societies, con- 
sumers’ cooperatives, institutes for 
popular education, factory com- 
mittees, autonomous workshops, 
and so forth.” 3 

The latter concept is the more 
progressive one. 


This is not to imply that every | = 


segment of the American labor 
movement has this “audacious” 
concept of unionism. Nor that all 
union leaders. have it. Yet there 
are indications of it—as listed 
above—which will become more 
evident through growth, so long as 
unions are allowed liberty and au- 
tonomy. 


Whether or not the American la- 
bor movement has a clear vision 
to date, or whether it has it only 
vaguely is not important now. 
What is important is that unions 
be able to discover their vision, 
that they be able to continue their 
endeavors for social reforms over 
and above wage demands, that 


mands, 

Above all, it is important that 
the American people take the long 
range view of the working class 
and not be limited in their vision 
and understanding by what they 
read in the headlines. Once the 
long range view-is clearly in focus, 
the presumption of Public Opi- 
nion will be with labor, not against 
it.

From living in the shelter 
of their bombed out convent to the 
time they broke ground for a new 
cloister we have exchanged news 
items. A very disheartening letter 
reached us one day, in which the 
nuns related that three of their 
members had died. - Even the loss 
of these dear friends did not dis- 
courage these courageous holy wo- 
men, for their undying faith has 
brought them through the most 
crucial time of their lives. Now 
they can continue saving souls, 

Our other immediate project, the 
Holy Cross Missions, places two 
children under our care, children 
ransomed and named by the St. 
Paul’s Crusaders. After a joint 
CSMC-Questor dance, $50 was do- 
nated to Sister M. Canisius, C.S.C., 
for her mission activities in India. 
In thanks, sister gave the unit the 
privilege of naming two abandon- 
ed children whom she had taken 
under her care. A poll was con- 
ducted and “Paul and Paulette” 
were chosen as the names to be 
given to the new Christians. 

In the past 5 years, executive 
offices have been held by members 
of the St. Paul’s Unit. In 1945, 
Harry Randall was president of 
the Washington Chapter; in 1946,

Pros And Collegians | 
5 i. College All-Star football squad will gather at Northwestern 

University, Evanston, Ill., tomorrow for the start of practice 
which will be climaxed on the night of Aug. 20 in the annual battle 
against the National Football League champions—the Chicago Cardi- 


nals, this time. For the second straight year the collegians will be 


coached by Frank Leahy, Notre Dame’s head coach who directed the 
college eleven to a surprising 16-0 victory over the ‘Chicago Bears in 
the game last year in Soldier Field, Chicago. 


It is no secret that several of the National League club owners 
are no longer in love with Arch Ward, sports editor of the Chicago 
Tribune who first conceived this game in the summer of 1934 and 
who has brought it along so well that it is now one of the late sum- 
mer’s outstanding sports events. Ward was the prime mover in 
the launching of the All-American Conference, rival of the Na- 
tional League. Formerly, the National League could sign gra- 
duating collegians at its own figure, or else. With the advent of 
the A-A, this is no longer true. The rival circuits now have to go 
into the open market and bid for the players they want, which has 
been a swell thing for the players, but not so nice for the magnates. 
Naturally, the magnates don’t like it; the National League mag- 
nates, that is. Not that the A-A magnates are freer with a buck 
than their rivals, but they had to break into the field somehow or 
other, and Ward paved the way for them to do so. Probably both 
leagues would like to enter into a working agreement and do 
away with the ruinous bidding for players, but the National is too 
proud—at this time—to make such a move. It will come sooner 
or later. 


George Preston Marshall, owner of the Washington Redskins of 
the National League, is an outspoken critic of the All-Star game and 
wants his league to abrogate its contract which binds it to send its 
championship team into the annual summer classic. There are probably 
several other magnates who dislike Ward enough to go along with 
Marshall’s plans, but for the fact that as soon as the Nationals drop out 
of the picture, the A-A will step in and be very happy to pick up. the 
$60,000 check which goes to the pro team appearing in the game. 

Another angle has cropped up lately to jeopardize the future of 
the All-Star football game. This comes from the coaches of the pro- 
fessional teams in both leagues, and does not stem from personalities 
involving Ward. With both pro leagues starting play late in August, 
it is imperative that they put in at least three or four weeks of prac- 
tice before that time, and have their full squads on hand for the en- 
tire time. But the All-Star game and its three weeks of practice 
disrupts that schedule and program of the pro coaches. They can’t 
have their full squads until after the All-Star game is played, which 
means that they are deprived of the services of the cream of the 
rookie crop throughout most of their pre-season practice. 

Take the case of the Chicago Rockets this year. No less than 
10 of the Rockets’ rookies will go into training with the All-Stars in 
Evanston tomorrow, while the rest of the Rockets are up in Ripon, 
Wis., getting in their practice sessions to prepare them for the season’s 
play. The Rocket coaches will have those 10 rookies only a week be- 
fore the season opens, with the Los Angeles Dons on Friday night, 
Aug. 27, in Chicago. Will it be necessary for the Rockets to cut most 
of those rookies adrift without sufficient trial, or will they cut adrift 
players who have put in their time in the complete practice sessions, 
who are familiar with the plays and system, and who have worked 
faithfully to prove their right to a place on the squad and the con- 
sequent twice-a-month pay check? 

Look what’s going to happen to the Chicago Bears, as an- 
other example. While the Bears are in training for their National 
season on the field of St. Joseph’s College, Rensselaer, Ind., three 
of their prize rookies will be absent in the camp of the All-Stars. 
Those three are Johnny Lujack, Bobby Layne and George Connor. 
Now, all three of these players will draw down handsome salaries 
and all three were paid generous bonuses to sign, yet they’ll miss 
three critical weeks of practice with the team that is going to pay 
their salaries. Lujack and Layne will be particularly missed in 
the Bears’ practice sessions because they are backfield men, with 
Lujack probably slated to step in as the pros’ No. 1 quarterback. 
Yet, he’ll know little or nothing about the Bears’ system of offense 
before they open their league season. This will be a definite handi- 
cap to the Bears, at least for awhile, but the All-Star game would 
lose much of its appeal if players of the caliber of the three men- 
tioned did not appear in the collegians’ lineup. 

What can be done about it is something I wouldn’t know about, 
but it is a problem that grows more serious with each season, and 
eventually will have to be disposed of, one way or another. It has 
been suggested that no more than three players from any one team 
be invited to play with the All-Stars, but even that rule wouldn’t help 
the Bears this time, because if it were now in force, most certainly 
the three Bear Rookies who would be invited would be Lujack, Layne 
and Connor. 

If the National League drops out of the All-Star contention it 
would obviously not permit any of its rookies to take part in the game, 
in which case the. whole problem would be tossed in the Japs of the 
All-American coaches; their league would then have to furnish all 
the rookies. It is a problem which wasn’t present when the All-Star 
game was organized 14 years ago, because not so many graduating sen- 
iors were then turning to the pro game. However, with the advent of 
the A-A, and the lure of large salaries being dangled before graduating 
seniors, few of the latter can afford to turn down the chance to enter 
the professional field even though many of them may not intend to 
stay in it very long; only long enough, in many instances, to get a 
grubstake for proposed business ventures.

Parents Fight 
For State Aid 
For Schools 


Refuse To Vacate 
Classrooms Until 
Assured Hearing 


Paris—(NC)—when a group of 
civil officials came to take 
session of the Catholic school in 
the coal-mining town of Ricamarie, 
they found the classrooms occu- 
pied by parents who refused to 
vacate unless assured they would 
be given new premises for their 
school. 


Recent nationalization of the 
mines provided for nationalization 
of schools on the mine properties 
as well, and the officials, including 
the communist mayor and the po- 
lice commissioner, were seeking to 
enforce the measure, 


The authorities sent a letter to 
the President of France asking 
for prompt and rigorous applica- 
tion of the law, while leftist news- 
papers demanded that the “rebels” 
be ejected by force. No serious 
consequences are foreseen however, 
as a result of this situation. Mean- 
while the campaign of protest a- 
gainst failure of the state to pro- 
vide subsidies for Christian schools 
continues. The mayors and civil 
officials in 184 municipalities in 
Brittany, following the example of 
the civil officials of the Vendee and 
Anjou regions, staged an eight- 
day strike to call attention to the 
unjust tax status of the Christian 
schools. 


Following action by a number of 
courts in Brittany in acquitting 
priests and laymen accused of re- 
fusing to pay the tax on fairs cr- 
ganized for the support of the 
Christian schools, the Court of Ap- 
peals in Rennes has imposed a fine 
of 500 francs on each of the de- 
fendants. The court stated that 
while the honorableness and good 
intentions of the defendants are 
not in question, yet the law as it 
now stands must be enforced. 

With Catholic parents making 
every effort to contribute to the 
support of the Christian schools, 
it has been announced that the 
will of General Leclere de Haute- 
cloque, World War II hero, con- 
tained a bequest of 8,000 francs to 
the support of the Christian 
school. The sum, the general’s 
will said, was saved by economiz- 
ing on smoking.

He added 
that in the displaced persons bill 
passed by the present Congress 
“undue restrictions against certain 
nationality groups 
should be removed.” 

“In conclusion, the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference 
would like to express its conviction 
that population possibilities of the 
United States are far from ex- 
hausted,” he told the Senate sub- 
committee.
